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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The indicated allowability of claims 8-10 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to 5,839,094 to French and U.S. Patent Application Publication 2003/004578 to 
Rosenheimer. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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4. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
5,839,094 to French in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication 2003/0045781 to 
Rosenheimer. 

French discloses an interface comprising: 

a microprocessor for determining a modified resistive output for a temperature sensor 
(52a) in a probe; and 

a means (56) for providing the modified resistive output in response to a signal from the 
processor; 

wherein the microprocessor is programmed to execute a correlative algorithm; and the 
means for providing the modified resistive output is compatible with a monitor (22) such that the 
monitor can display a temperature that corresponds to the modified resistive output from the 
temperature probe (see figure 6; column 7, lines 33-40 and 50-60; column 8, lines 8-16 and 67- 
column 9, line 10; column 1 1, lines 1-8; and column 12, lines 8-13). 

French does not disclose the means for providing including an FET. 

However, Rosenheimer discloses a temperature sensor having a scaling circuit for scaling 
a signal from a temperature sensor, wherein the circuit includes an FET for providing a scaled 
temperature signal used to obtain a temperature measurement. 

Referring to claim 8, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the interface of French by using a circuit having an 
FET since French discloses that any circuit capable of providing a scaled output is usable for the 
scaling means, and Rosenheimer discloses that a circuit using an FET is usable as a scaling 
circuit for obtaining a temperature measurement. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 16, 17, 19, 25, 27, 28, and 30-34 are allowed. 

6. The Examiner's statements of reasons for allowance are presented in the Office actions 
dated 5/20/05 and 9/28/06. 

Response to Arguments
